B E it enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the authority of the same, as follows : — 

5 1. In every Act, whether passed before or after the passing of 

this Act, the expression “stipendiary magistrate.” when used in 
relation to Ireland, shall, unless the contrary intention appears, 
include a resident magistrate appointed and acting under the 
Constabulary (Ireland) Act, 1836, and the Acts amending the 
10 same. 

2. This Act may be cited as the Stipendiary Magistrates 
(Ireland) Act, 1896.
